Suit On 


A $50,000 damage suit against | 
the City of Upland and two Up- 
land police officers, Sgt. John E. 
McCarthy and Officer Richard 
Carr, was decided in favor of the 
defendants by a San Bernardino 
county Superior court jury last 
week. 

Stanley MeCurry, Los ‘Angels, 
filed the suit for $50,000 damages 
as a result of an accident Sep- 
tember 30, 1951, at the Padua 
Hills and Foothill boulevard inter- 
section, in which Mrs. Ethel 
Brown, also of Los Angeles and a 
passenger in the McCurry car, 
sustained serious injuries. 


1954 Building 
Up; Increase 
In Dwellings 


Building in Upland for the first 
six months of 1954 shows an in- 
crease of $17,729 for the same 
period of 1953, according to the 
report of Richard Derby, city 
building inspector. 

The increase in total building 
is from the 1953 total for the first 
six month period of $870,777 to 
the current $888,506 total. An 
increase in dwelling construction 
valuation is also noted for the 
period, with the current figure 
of $519,300 being a $26,620 in- 
crease over the 1953 figure of 
0492,680. 

Total building for the month of 
June is down slightly, with the 
current total of $160,345 being a 
decrease of $4,279 under the $164,- 
524 of June, 1953. 

Valuation of dwellings con. 
structed during the past month 
about a two-thirds increase over 
the June, 1953, figure. Less homes 
were constructed this past month 
however, revealing more expens- 
ive homes being constructed than 
a year ago. 

The six home permits issued 
in June totaled $130,300, whibe 
nine permits issued in June, 1953, 
totaled $77,200. The increase for 
the month of June, 1954, is $53,- 
100.

The final Valencias were mov- 
ed last week, with the early 
completio#d date due to the 
small crop resulting from. the 
wind storms, Mr. Weatherwax 
said, He estimated the crop 
at only 25% of the previous

At other citrus houses, the 
Valencia harvest is just begun 
with the grapefruit picking and 
packing to get underway by 
mid-July and continue through 
August.

Proposed Parking Project 


Clarify Assessment 
District Boundaries 


Renewed interest is being 
shown by owners of property 
within the business district rela- 
tive to the proposed long-range 
downtown public parking proj- 
ect. 

Neva Walters, one*of the prop- 
erty OWners opposed to the proj- 
ect, said there was some confusion 
as to who is subject to paying for 
the free parking lots and the lim- 
its of the proposed assessment 
district. 

In the meantime, additional sig- 
natures have been obtained on the 
official petition that will eventu- 
ally be filed with the Upland city 
council. Before any. official aec- 
tion is taken in the city hall, a 
series of public hearings will be 
held. At least 50 per cent of the 
property within the district must 
be represented on the petition. 


BOUNDARTES PROPOSED 


General boundaries of the pro- 
osed assessment district are out: 
ined as follows: 





From the east side of Euclid 
avenue to Third avenue and from 
A street to D street: No property 
outside of the assessment district 
boundaries will ever be charged 
for any of the cost of the present 
proposal, ‘according to Paul G 
Hottel, president of the Upland 
chamber of commerce. 

Owners or-,tenants within the 
assessment area will be the only 
persons called upon to pay for 
the $180,000 cost of the proposed 
project, 

FREE PARKING 

Purpose’ of ‘the proposed legal- 
ly-established district is to even- 
tually purchase property to pro- 
vide free parking for several hun- 
dred cars on First and Third ave- 
nues, 

Jack Banner, property owner at 
Second avenue and A street, said 
he was opposing the movement 
because the parking lots would 
not be of any benefit to him and 
that placing of parking meters is 
the answer to the situation.

Lows Being Enforced

Fire hazard conditions on San 
Bernardino National forest have 
reached a point requiring rangers 
to institute the enforcement of 
fire prevention laws within the 
national forest boundaries, an- 
nounced Forest Supervisor Sam 
Jarvi recently.

Plan Called For 


A budget report presented by 
Mrs. Dorothy Gardner has been 
accepted by Upland Planning com- 
mission, with the budget total as 
outlined totaling $2,670.00 for 
1954-55. 

Included in the budget in ad- 
dition to $960 for the planning 
consultant’s annual fee, and other 
regular expenses, is the $1,200 al- 
location for a planning technician 
at $100 per month for four days 
at the city hall. 

Such a planning’ technician 
would be available at the city 
hall one day each week to assist 
the public, now forced to wait 
for the one meeting of the Plan- 
ning commission each month to 
ask questions on interpretations 
of ordinances, variances and re- 
strictions. The technician would 
in no way set policy, but only in- 
terpret. 


TIME-SAVING FACTOR 


In the budget report, Mrs. Gard- 
‘ner pointed out the time sav- 
ing factor for the Commission if 
such a technician is engaged by 
the city. He would eliminate 
many problems brought before 
the Planners that often require 
half an hour or an hour’s time 
from a meeting. 

Another factor favoring the hir- 
ing of a planning technician in- 
cluded was the benefit to city em- 
ployes in having someone avail-

able to answer questions which 
they are not “technically trained. 
to answer. Such a plan, would 
also provide that the technician’s 
visits to the city could be. cut 
to three times or twice a month, 
depending_on the amount of -butsi- 
ness. 


PROPOSE STREET PLAN 


Also in the budget report is 
$200 for a road plan and possible 
contingencies. The Commission 
is considering, a street plan for 
future development of the acre- 
age west of Euclid avenue, so that 
the city. will, have some planned 
curved streets and not an excess 


‘of .cul de sacs. 


In earlier discussions with Si- 
mon Hisner, planning consultant, 
the Commissgon learned that an 
orderly- plan: could be ‘developed 
for use on the five acre plats in 
the area, to form a uniform plan 
for 10 or 20° acre ‘developments. 
An overall plan would be: de- 
veloped for each 20 acre block, 
so planned that owners of five 
acre plats therein would not all 
have to subdivide at one time, but 
could develop individually along 
the master plan to their mutual 
benefit. 

The report also brought out the 
fact that if a planning technician 
is hired by the city, he will be 
able to work out this plan at no 
extra cost to the city.
